John Phillips, of Pittsburgh, presi­ 
dent of the Pennsylvania 
Feder­ 
ation of Women’s clubs came this 
assurance: 
“We are asking the women of the 
state to get copies of 
the 
traffic 
regulations, to learn them and live 
up to them .” 
Mrs. Kila B 
Black, president of 
the women’s Christian Temperance 
union in Pennsylvania, saw in “the 
awful slaughter on 
the 
highways 
one of the main reasons for grow­ 
ing 
opposition 
to 
liquor 
traffic.*’ 
She declared: 
“Men and women stagger from 
roadhouses and taprooms to their 
automobiles. 
They zig-zag through 
night traffic. 
That's why accidents 
are 
mounting. 
The 
count ry 
is 
frightened over this and again seeks 
solution in prohibition.” 
Commissioner P. W. Foote, of the 
motor police, admitted that “so far 
our plan to prevent accidents rather 
than enforce strict regulations had 
not shown much definite results," 
bue he disclosed:

of coping with a problem of such 
magnitude,

Tile Pennsylvania association of 
Insurance Agents warned that “the 
public must realize that the insur­ 
ance companies do not pay for the 
lasses."

The German note said that inas­ 
much as a new agreement replacing 
the 
Locarno security pact 
might 
take a long time, the Reich wished 
to define its attitude toward B el­ 
gium without delay. 
“Germany is determined under no 
circum stances to infringe on the in ­ 
violability and integrity of Belgium 
and to respect at all tim es Belgian 
territory except of course if Belgium 
should co-operate in any warlike 
, operations against Germ any,” the 
Reich’s note elaborated. 
“The 
German 
governm ent, 
like 
the British and French, is ready to 
assist Belgium should it be attacked 
or invaded.*’ 
The Belgian note briefly expressed 
the Brussels government's “profound 
satisfaction" and thanks for G er­ 
m any’s assurances. 
The diplomatic German note to 
Belgium, 
an 
official 
com m entator 
said, shows the world G erm any sol 
emly agrees to respect the inviola­ 
bility and integrity of its western 
neighbor. 
“By this unselfish and generous 
step,” the commentator said, “the 
Reich government can claim to have 
furnished an additional contribution 
to securing the peace of Europe.” 
Germ any’s action was an excep- i 
tion to the rule, from a diplom atic 
standpoint, in that the declaration 
is unilateral, binding G erm any but ;

ROOSEVELT HITS 
ALOOFNESS 
AS 
INSURING PEACE 


Washington. Ort, 13 (AP) 
Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt’s renewed plea for 
active steps to prose* vc peace was 
interpreted by many observers to­ 
day as designed to quiet criticism 
that his policy of international co­ 
operation might lead to war. 
Declaring In 
his 
radio speech 
Tuesday night that the mere refusal 
to recognise war in other parts of 
the1 world does not guarantee this 
country's "aloofness” from conflict, 
he said: 
“In a world of mutual suspicions, 
peace must be affirmatively reach- 
»d for. It cannot just be wished for. 
It cannot just bi* waited for." 
Thus, the President prefaced a 
formal announcement of the United 
States' intention to participate in 
the forthcoming nine-power treaty 
conference on the Si no-Japanese 
conflict. 
He added significantly, recalling 
his .service as wartime assistant sec­ 
retary of the navy: 
“Remember that from 1913 to 1921, 
I was fairly close to world events 
and in that period, while I learned 
much of what- to do, I also learned 
much of what not to do.” 
To many observers, this appeared 
to be an expression of an intention 
to pursue a moderate course in for­ 
eign affairs. 
Some members of Congress, peace 
organizations and others had ex­ 
pressed concern after Mr. Roose­ 
velt’s Chicago speech last week that
